WASHINGTON, April 19.—(/)— 
he social security bill, designed even- 
tually to levy upward of $2, 783,200

dren and mothers, was rammed 
hrough the house today by the over- 
newering democratic majority. The 
vote on final passage was 372 to 35. 

All ten members of the Georgia 
felegation voted for the bill. 

The final roll call—3872 for and only 
83 against—ended two days less than 
hree months of rough and tumble dis- 
mute. Indications were that more 

ord-battering was in store for the 
measure in the senate. 

As approved by the house, the bill |

Prolactin’s primary function is to 
cause female mammals to give milk 
for their young. It has done that 
even when given to males. 


DEFEAT FORESEEN 


FOR BILL 10 WIDEN 
ACTIVITIES OF TVA 


‘| Roosevelt's Entire Power 
Program in Jeopardy, 
Poll of House Commit- 
tee Members Indicates. 


(Copyright, 1985, by the United Press.) 

WASHINGTON, April 19.—(UP) 
President Roosevelt's entire power pro- 
gram was placed in jeopardy tonight 
as a poll of the house military af- 
fairs committee indicated the admin- 
istration’s bill to strengthen and ex- 
pand- the activities of the TVA faced 
almost certain defeat. 

The situation was regarded by par- 
ty leaders as so critical that one 
member of thé committee has appeal- 
ed strongly to the chief executive to 
intervene in a last-minute effort to 
salvage the important New Deal pro- 


posal. 

A report on the bill is expected 
soon. It proposes to increase the 
amount of bonds which the TVA may 
issue to finance its operations from 
$50,000,000 to $100,000,000; to con- 
duct a soil erosion program in seven 
states; to authorize the purchase by 
the TVA of municipal power plants if 
the people show by referendum vote 
that such action is desired. 

In addition, the bill gives TVA spe- 
cific authority to,generate, transmit 
and distribute power. This provision 
is intended to counteract a recent fed- 
eral court ruling that the TVA couid 
not legally go into the business of gen- 
erating or distributing power and could 
sell only the electrical energy result- 
ing from and incidental to its broad 
development program. 

Introduced by Chairman John J. 
McSwain, democrat, South Carolina, 
the bill. has met stupendous opposi- 
tion from public utilities, coal inter- 
ests and other highly organized groups 
bitterly opposing the entire New Deal 
power program initiated through TVA. 

President Warned. 

Sensing the effect of this powerful 
opposition upon the committee, one 
ardent New Dealer took the initiative 
and wrote the president warning that 
the measure was lost unless the White 
House intervened within 48 hours. 

Thus far, the president has not act- 
ed directly, it was stated, but former 
Representative Charles West, demo- 
crat, Ohio, contact man between the 
White House and congress, was rush- 
ed into the picture. He has con- 
ferred with various members of the 
committee and has been in consulta- 
tion with TVA officials at Knoxville, 
Tenn.

AS DISCRIMINATOR 
ON BOND INTEREST 


'Germany’s Attitude To- 
ward American Holders 
of German Securities 
Sharply Criticized. 


WASHINGTON, April 19.—(4)— 


Nazi Germany was stigmatized as a 
violator of solemn covenants in & 
stinging American note, made pub- 
lie today, protesting discrimination 
against American holders of Dawes 
bonds, 

The note delivered at the Berlin 
foreign office yesterday by Ambassa- 
dor William E. Dodd, because of Ger- 
many’s. refusal to make full interest 
payments on bonds held by Ameri- 
cans, was the latest of a series of 
protests against the reich’s fiscal jug- 
gling. 

“The solemn faith and credit of 
Germany,” the American protest said, 
‘were voluntarily pledged by the Ger- 
man government that payments on 
the bonds would be met and met 
without discrimination for or against 
any holder.” 

Instead of receiving that equality 
of treatment, the note continued, 
Germany announced an arrangement 


whereby nationals of countries which 
have special agreements are paid in 
full while Americans are “tendered 
payment in reichsmarks — utilizable 
only for restricted purposes and con- 
vertible at a considerable discount 
from the face value of the coupon.” 
To Germany, 

Americans purchased the aaieee'| 
bonds & co-operative attempt to 
assist Germany, the American no‘e 
pointed out, and. provided “an. essen- 
tial contribution to the re-establish- 
ment of German currency and fi- 
nance in 1924.” 

The bonds were floated, the note 
added, with “specific guarantees of 
priority of transfer into foreign cur- 
rencies and non-discriminatory treat- 
ment.” The German government, it 
said, needed to provide but slightly 
more than $2,000,000 to fulfill the 


obligation. . 
$60,000,000 in Bonds. 

Officials ‘here estimate that Dawes 
bonds to the value of approximately 
$60,000,000 are still outstanding in 
the United States and affected by 
the latest German fiseal decree. 

The German government has cited 
an inability to secure enough foreign 
exchange for full payment to hold- 
ers of all bonds as necessitating pay- 
ment partly in. foreign: currency and 
partly in registered marks. 

Most other debtor nations have, 
however, .negotiated special agree- 
ments with Germany under which, in 
exchange for larger purchases of Ger- 
man goods, their nationals have been 
given advantageous terms in interest 
payments. 

The United States, insisting on the 
principle of equality of treatment, re- 
jected German overtures for an agree- 
ment under which a balancing of 
trade between the two nations would 
have given American bondholders full 
payment. 


Bond-Share Salesman 
Enters Decatur Jail 


W. A. Smith, star salesman for the 
American Bond & Share Corporation, 
under indictment for using the mails 
to defraud in connection with the 
$700,000 collapse of the company, 
joined Robert B. Lee, attorney for the 
concern, also under indictment, in 
the DeKalb county jail last night. 

Smith, whose bond has been set at 
$5,000, surrendered to United States 
Marshal Charles Cox at 10 o'clock 
yesterday morning and then made an 
attempt to raise the bond. Unable to 
do so, he was removed to the DeKalb 
county jail. 

The bond salesman, who came 
voluntarily to Atlanta from Tennessee 
to surrender when he learned he had 
been indicted. said last night that he 
had succeeded in raising half of the 
bond and expected to obtain the bal- 
ance today. 

Lee, who is being held in $15,000 
bond. also has been unsuccessful in 
obtaining satisfactory guarantors to 
obtain his freedom.

Cabinet Board Named 
To Study Textile Tangle 


Processing Tax, Wage 


Differentials, Imports, 


Machinery Obsolescence Among Subjects 
Handed to Group by President. 


A special cabinet committee picked up 
the textile problem tonight at the be- 
hest of President Roosevelt. 
Secretaries Hull, Wallace, Roper 
and Perkins were named to consider 
the processing tax, wage differentials 
in the textile industry, foreign im- 
ports and other administration policies 
which have been the subject of at- 
tack for several weeks from mill own- 
ers and the textile bloc in congress. 
Presidential appointment of the 
special committee, while far from the 


immediate exercise of executive pow- 
ers desired by textile congressmen, 
caused gratification on Capitol Hill. 

Among those expected to address a 
mass meeting at Fall River Sunday 
were Representatives Martin and 
Rogers, democrat, Massachusetts. 
who have taken an active part in the 
drive toward creation of higher tariff 
walls against Japanese imports, and 
elimination of the cotton processing 
tax, 

Mr. Roosevelt said at a press con- 
ference that attention aria be given 
to the relation of the processing tax 
to the present situation, and that 
there would be consideration also of 
the possibility of offering some other 


WASHINGTON, Apri 19.—()—¢means by which the tax could be 


levied with greater effectiveness and 
less disturbance to industry. 

The textile bloc has suggested that 
the processing tax be removed from 
the cotton textile industry and that 
the payment of benctits to cotton 
farmers be continued through allot- 
ments from the general tax fund, or 
through use of funds from the four 
billion-dollar work relief fund, as au- 
thorized by the George amendment.

Labor’s gst = Left 
to Judgment of U. S. 
Textile Board. 


WASHINGTON, April 19.—(})— 
Labor’s accusations against the Calla- 
way Mills of Georgia, involving the 
Bedeaux efficiency system which it 
terms a “stretchout,” was left today 
to the judgment of the textile labor 
board. 

Chief Justice Walter P. Stacy, of 
North Carolina, the board chairman, 
expressed hope the mili management 
and striking employes will settle their 
difficulties without a board decision. 

Chariton Ogburn, labor attorney, 
said organized workers “bitterly op- 
posed” the Bedeaux system which he 
contended placed a pay premium on 
increased effort, and warned that la- 
bor “will never accept it.” He | de- 
scribed the system as “inhuman.” 

Answering for Callaway, Hattor 
Lovejoy, of LaGrange, Ga., stated evi- 
dence in the case showed union lead- 
ers tried to enter an agreement where- 
by they would accept installation of 
Bedeaux if the amen 4 would sign 
a contract recognizing the union. 

In addition to the stretchout accu- 
sation, the striking union workers con- 
tended the mills, headed by Cason Cal- 
laway, reduced wages and interfered 
with organization of workers, in viola- 
tion of NR 

Ogburn petitioned the board to pro- 

vide restitution for the asserted in- 
justices by ordering tae company to 
restore the workers to their jobs. The 
attorney said the governor of Georgia 
already had deprived the strikers of 
“their civil rights” by ordering out the 
national guard, and, taking note of 
the current relief controversy, added 
that “now it may be he has deprived 
them of relief.” 
Lovejoy opened his argument with 
a statement that the case was rela- 
tively unimportant, and contended that 
“when you strip this case of all ulte- 
rior arguments, and get down to the 
facts, it is simple.” There was no 
evidence, he said, the work assignment 
of any employe had been increased, 
and he set forth no wage had been 
reduced below code requirements. 

The question of wage violations was 
admitted to hinge largely on interpre- 
tation of the code, but Ogburn said 
regardless there were violations. 

The Callaway counsel reviewed ev- 
ery alleged incident of interference 
with collective bargaining, and said 
the company never had refused to 
meet its worker representatives. 

“T doubt,” he added, “if there is 
a mill in the south that has as clean 
a record in endeavoring to deal with 
the union as we have.” 

Ogburn emphasized testimony of the 
president of the union loca] at La- 
Grange that Cason Callaway had sug- 
gested he resign from the union, re- 
turn to work and end the strike. Love- 
joy said. he doubted if the mill presi- 
dent ever made such a suggestion to 
the union leader. 

“The record shows,” the Callaway 
attorney concluded, “we haven't vio- 
lated law or any principle of fair 
dealing with our employes.”

DEED 10 MOSQUE 
GIVEN TO UITY 


Municipality “Will Start 
Collecting Rents on 
Properties on May 1. 


Every detail incident to acquisitign 
of the Shrine mosque Fox theater 
properties by the city for use as a 
municipal auditorium was completed 
yesterday when the deed to the prop- 
erty was delivered to Mayor Key. 

The city will take over management 
of the properties immediately and will 
begin to collect rents May 1, and will 
continue to do so under the agree- 
ment until the purchase figure of 
$725,000 has been amortized over a 
25-year period. 

Details of the transaction were con- 
summated in conferences held in the 
office of Harold Hirsch, attorney rep- 
resenting Mosque, Inc., of which M. 
C. Kilpatrick is president and A. 
Steve Clay, secretary. 

An intricate arrangement was man- 
datory in order that the city might 
no’ overstep charter restrictions, and 


the properties were purchased outright 
from the old bondholders by Mosque, 
Inc., and in turn were delivered to 
the municipality. 

No Other Money Pledged. 

Under the agreement to purchase, 
which council approved about two 
weeks ago, the city will retire the 
indebtedness from receipts of the prop- 
erties and no other money is pledged 
to the amortization. 

James S. Floyd, representative of 
the old bondholders, was named a 
member of the eight-man board of con- 
trol which council has voted. as a 
representative of the first mortgage 
holders, who have securities valued at 
$615,000, and S. F. Boykin, president 
of the Coca-Cola Company. was named 
to represent the public-spirited Atlan- 
tans, who underwrote the $110,000 
cash payment. 

In addition to the two named above, 
Mayor Key, Councilman John 
White, chairman of the municipal 
buildings committee of council, and 
the other four members of the com- 
— will compose the board of con- 
trol, 

They will set fees for rentals, make 
Jeases, maintain and operate the prop- 
erties and divert funds from receipts 
to pay interest and sinking funds on 
the outstanding bonds. 

The properties cost $2,880,000 orig- 
inally, but th city will acquire them 
through payment of the $725,000 over 
25 years.

HITLER EXPECTED 
10 GRACK LEAGUE 
IN BIRTHDAY TALK 


Dictator May Grasp 
Dramatic Moment To- 
day for Throwing 
Gauntlet at Europe. 


By the Associated Press. 

Europe Thursday watched Adolf 
Hitler, wondering whether his 46th 
birthday today would be marked py 
stinging denunciation of the League 
of Nations council’s action in reprov- 
ing Germany for rearming. 

Downing street in London was al- 
most deserted for the Easter week- 
end but key men had their eyes fixed 
on Berlin. They watched the cabinet 
crisis at Sofia, too, fearing possible 
repercussions in the Balkans. 

Paris was busier, for there Foreign 
Minister Pierre Laval got the cabi- 
net’s approvals for the draft of the 
proposed Franco-Russian mutual mili- 
tary assistance pact. Maxim Litvi- 
noff, soviet féreign commissar, was 
expected from Geneva to initiate the 
document, 

A spokesman from Czechoslovakia 
announced at Geneva that the Little 
Entente had decided to invite Ger- 
many to join- with other Danubian 
powers in preparing the ground for 
the conference at Rome in June. 

New charges that Germany is pre- 
paring for aggressive warfare were 
made at Moscow, where M. Khripin, 
chief of the soyiet militar}. air force, 
appealed to all countries for wnton in 
the face of what he said were German 
preparations for an aerial, chemical 
and bacteriological war. 

King Boris, of Bulgaria, named 
Andrea Toscheff, civilian, diplomat 
and historian, premier, replacing Gen- 
eral Petko Zlateff who resigned yes- 


terday, and observers waited to see 
whether army domination of Bul- 
garia’s politics was at an end. 


HITLER WILL LEAVE BERLIN 
FOR SECRET DESTINATION 

BERLIN, April 19.—(4)— While 
Europe tensely awaited Adolf Hitler’s 
reaction to League of Nations’ condem- 
nation of Germany's rearmament, the 
reich tonight made ready to celebrate 
the realm Jeader’s 46th birthday to- 
morrow with typical nazi fervor. 

An inkling of the course he has de- 
cided upor at secret conferences at 
Munich and in the Bavarian mons- 
tains was expected to be given in Min- 
ister of Propaganda Paul Joseph 
Goebbels’ radio address at noon to- 
morrow. 

While the fiery little Goebbeis os- 
tensibly will devote his ten- minute 
speech on “Hitler as the private man,’ 
to an elaborate eulogy of the fuehrer, 
it was recalled that the propaganda 
minister has spoken for Hitler before. 

Observers therefore deemed it like- 
ly that Goebbels would hint at the 
reich’s course in the face of the Ge- 
neva action.

Skeleton of Child Found 
In Firebox of Boiler 


MINDEN, La., April 19.—(2)— 
A human skeleton believed to be 
that of a child 10 or 12 years of 
age was found in the firebox of a 
boiler at the plant of the Minden 
Compress Company here today by 
Charles M. “Wills, insurance  in- 
spector.

tween her office and that of Hopkins 
be direct would mean no change in 


While’ the announcements of. the 
Hopkins order were -coming from 
Washington, Govertior Talmadge is- 
sued another statement here in which 
he said he didn’t believe in “wet nurs- 
ing a proper function of government 
and I’m agin it.” 

At his regular semi-weekly press 
conference President Roosevelt was 
asked if he would go into the relief 
situation in Georgia and he made it 
clear that relief and recovery are be- 
ing kept out of politics. 

Eliminates “Middle Man.” 

The Hopkins order fron: Washing- 
ton that Governor Talmadge have no 
further connection with relief activi- 
ties merely removes the governor as 


a middle man between the federal ad- 
ministrator and Miss Shepperson. In 
the past Miss Shepperson has made 
up her monthly budget, requested the 
governor to make formal application 
for the needed funds and the governor 
has formally indorsed the checks from 
Hopkins over to Miss Shepperson. 

The Hopkins announcement also 
said there would be no direct relief 
in Georgia after June 1 but Miss 
Shepperson explained the program 
would be continued uninterrupted as 
a work relief program. Washington 
advices said that unemployables would 
all be dropped from the relief rolls. 

Asked how many wunemployables 
now are on the federal relief rolls, 
Miss Shepperson said: : 

“None, or practically none. These 
people *are being cared for by their 
respective cities and counties.” 

The state administrator added she 
did not know the number. of unem- 
ployables in Georgia.

WASHINGTON, April 19.—(7)-— 


The treasury tonight reported a 49 


revenue collections and a rise of 
per cent for the first nine months of 
the fiscal year. 

Collections for the month aggregat- 
ed $507,304,498 as compared with 
$390.352,846 in March, 1934, while 
the three-quarters total was $2,470,- 
760,868 against $1,602,339,156 for the 
corresponding period a year ago. 

. Gains were evenly distributed over 
the three main revenue sources. To- 
tal income taxes were up 40 per cent 
during the month; miscellaneous inter- 
nal revenue was 51 per cent higher, 
while the agricultural adjustment tax- 
es, Which brought $45,558,705 into the 
treasury during the month, were up 
per cent. 

Calculations from March income tax 
returns disclosed that corporations 
fared slightly better than the individ- 
nal during the calendar year 1934. 
The corporations paid $139,776,550 in 
taxes, an increase of 42 per cent, over 
a year ago, while individuals paid 
$182,131,312, a jump of 39 per cent. 

Liquor taxes produced $32,928,116 
for the month, an increase of $4,607,- 
192 over Jast year. For the year to 
date they returned $300.268,391, a 
gain of $128,202,380 over the previous 
comparable period. Liquor... however, 
was not legalized until early in De- 
cember, 1933, which struck five 
months off the comparable period. 

Stamp sales during the month in- 
dicated withdrawal of 8,831,706 proof 
gallons of liquor and 3,257.717 barrels 
of beer, as compared with 7,049,165 
aor gallons of liquor and 2.630,608 

rréls of beer in March, 1934. 

Cigaret consumption was higher 
during the month. Withdrawals were 
10,199.611.800, as eompared with 9,- 
333,113,760 in March last year.

His attitude toward Sheriff G. H. 
Heater, the hangman, and G. Phil 
Hanna, consulting expert on hangings 
who had promised De an easy 
death, contrasted with his bitter scorn 
of the woman accuser in the crowd. 

“Look at him, this good. sheriff,” 
De Boe shouted. “See him standing 
there white as a sheet. I pray Go 
to be with him and strengthen his 
hand.” He also spoke in friendly 
terms of Hanna. 

Patting the sheriff on the back, De 
Boe asked if he were talking too 
much. The sheriff told him he was 
entitled to have his say. 

The hanging was the ind:rect cause 
of another death, Miss Neveline Mc- 
Claren, 16, 6f Earlington, Ky., died 
of s broken neck when the automo- 
bile in which sie and six others were 
going to the execution ovérturned. 

Aceompanies to Gallows. 

De Boe’s father, W. T. De Boe Sr., 
and his 19-year-old sister, Margaret, 
accompanied the youth to the foot of 
the scaffold steps. She was red-eyed 
from three sleepless nights as she jour- 
neyed back and forth from Frankfort 
in a vain plea to Governor Ruby Laf- 
foon. His mother is dead. 

A friend held his arm around the 
elder De Boe’s waist as the son talked. 
The sister leaned heavily against her 
father. When the black hood was 
slipped over De Boe’s face she col- 
lapsed and her father led her away, 
erying: “Oh, I wish I could die with 
him.” 

When Kentucky adopted the electric 
chair 15 years ago for executions the 
provision was made, as in most other 
southern states, that one crime—that 
against women—should be punished 
with hanging in the county where it 
was committed. Legislators explained 
they feared execution at the Eddyville 
penitentiary would not bring home the 
stern lesson that hanging would. 

Technically Private. 

The hangings technically are pri- 
vate save for some score or more of 
legal witnesses, but few small county 
jails are large enough for a gallows.

eight-foot high enclosure erected in the 
jail yard. The gallows towered high 
above the wooden fence. People poured 
into Smithland last night to be as- 
sured of séeing the execution.

Taylor, of Caldwell county, which ad- 
joins this county, denounced the 
“night riders’ and the “Ku Klux 
Klan,” charging that the klan was 
responsible for the lynching of a white 
man in Caldwell county in 1932. 

De Boe was convicted of criminally 
attacking Mrs. Johnson during a hold- 
up of her husband's store near here. 
Ezra Davenport, of Okemah, Okla., 
convicted as an accessory, is serving 
a 20-year prison term for aiding in 
the attack and a 27-year sentence for 
robbery. 

Davenport stated at his trial he 
entered the store only to rob it and 
denied he held Johnson at the point 
of a pistol while De Boe attacked Mrs. 
Johnson. De Boe was indicted for an- 
other robbery and attack in Kentucky 
and accused of an attack in Tennes- 
see. Captured at Dyersburg, Tenn., 
he and Davenport were spirited away 
from an angry mob and brought to 
Kentucky for trial.

ITALY LOOKS WITH FAVOR

ROME, April 19.—(#)—“A cordial 
colloquy of more than an hour” be- 
tween Benito Mussolini and Prince 
Ernst Von Starhemberg, two of Eu- 
rope’s chief exponents of fascism, to- 
day sérved to émphasizé official Italy’s 
growing sentiment for restoration of 
the Hapsburg dynasty in Austria. 

Von Starhemberg —handsome 
youthful viee chancellor of Austria. 
leader of the 100,000-strong fascist 
heimwehr and staunch monarchist— 
talked to il duce, it was learned, about 
the Hapsburgs, Austria’s rearmament 
and the forthcoming Danubian con- 
ference in Rome. : :

ENGLAND FEARS HITLER 
MAY LASH AT LEAGUE 

LONDON, April 19.—(4)-—A feel- 
ing akin to foreboding lingered today 
in Downing Street, almost deserted 
thongh it was for the Easter holidays, 
as key British officials awaited Adolf 
Hitler’s néxt move. 

Recalling the German fuehrer’s pre- 
dilection for week-end sensations, ob- 
servers here thought Saturday or Sun- 
day might bring his expected scath- 
ing denunciation of the League of Na- 
tions council's reproof to the rearm- 
ing reich. 

This feeling was accentuated by the 
fact that the German foreign: office's 
expression of indignation at the Ge- 
neva action, given the British ambas- 
sador at Berlin this weék, contained 
the hint that Hitler might make some 
new, drastic and formal move over 
Easter. 

Diplomatic circles also gave the sit- 
uation considerable attention, and 
some attaches on duty during the 
holidays said they thought Hitler 
might choose to celebrate his birthday 
tomorrow by lashing out at the 
League council. 

While the government’s chief at- 
tention was focused on Berlin, watch- 
ful eyés also were cocked toward 
Sofia, in the belief that the govern- 
ment crisis there might have reper- 
cussions throughout the Balkans, 

The consensus, however. was that 
King Boris would be able to solve 
the troublesome political roblems 

rowing out of the arrest- of several 
eading statesmen and the subsequent 
resignation of the Zlateff cabinet. 


BORIS FOILS ARMY INTRIGUE 
BY NAMING TOSCHEFF 

SOFIA, Bulgaria, April 19.—(4)— 
King Boris, still the head man in 
his government, crossed up contending 
army factions today and named An- 
drea Toscheff, civilian, diplomat and 
historian, to the vacant premiership. 

Toscheff replaced General Peétko 
Zlateff, whose army-dominated cab- 
inet resigned yesterday after the ar- 
rest and internment of several lead- 
ing statesmen tore it apart. 

All through the day sabers rattled, 
heels clicked and telephones buzzed 
in the royal palace as rival military 
leaders wrangled for the upper hand 
in the tangled political situation. 

At nightfall the king, whose dis- 

ition to run Bulgarian affairs has 
met increasingly evident since his

“royal putsch” last January, sur 
rised military and political circles 
fe choosing Toscheff to form the new 
government.

States,” the governor said. 

“And the people of Georgia have 
confidence that our Georgia delegation 
will be ever mindful of this fact,” 
Governor Talmadge added. —— 

“The country knows I’m opposed 
to this wet nurse arrangement, any- 
how,” he said, referring to Hopkins’ 
announcement, “wet nursing is not 
a proper function of govérnment, and 
I’m a’ democrat and I’m agin’ it, 
regardless of who or what party ad- 
vocates it,” 

Talmadge said the money that comes. 
to Georgia gets into the channels of 
trade “and finally gets to the people 
that are at work trying to support 
the government and aré not on relief.” 

Advises Wise Projects. 

_ He advised counties and municipali- 
ties to perfect wise projects and sub- 
mit them for the national security 
program, 

_“I hope that this money that Geor- 
gia is going to get will be expended in 
wise projects so it will benefit pos- 
terity,” he continued. 

“I have previously advised the mu- 
nicipalities and counties against bor- 
rowing any of the public works money 
and I voted against the University 
System’s borrowing nearly $3,000,000 
or a building program. 

“I’m proud that Georgia won't 
Lorrow any of that money. 

“The different subdivisions over the 
state that contemplated borrowing 
that money should devote their at- 
tention to perfecting projects for the 
par. of the $4,880,000,000 security 
money that will necessarily come to 
Georgia. . 

Georgia Pays Her Part. 

“In other words Georgia is paying 
her proper part of that money in the 
form of taxes and I am satisfied Geor- 
gia’s delegation will take care of the 
situation.” 

The governor charged that the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation was 
holding “illegally” some of the state’s 
highway refunding certificates which 
he said sothe counties had pledged as 
security on RFC loans. This was his 
answer to the action by Ickes in can- 
celling $210,000 PWA allotment be- 
cause Talmadge had vetoed a bill 
which would have allowed counties 
to hypothecate the certificates. Near- 
ly $26,000,000 of these certificates are 
held by the counties. 

“The bill I vetoed was seeking to 
nullify the law which says the state 
will retire these certificates but that 
the money due the counties must be 
used for retiring bonds issued in these 
counties for road building purposes,” 
Talmadge commented. 

Security Already Pledged. 

“Some of the localities had pledged 
certificates where bonds were out- 
standing and they were accepted by 
the RFC. I am sorry the RFC made 
the mistake in accepting securities al- 
ready pledged. But I cannot approve 
a bill which would put additional bur- 
dens on the counties by seeposing. of 
highway certificates that had n 
previously allocated for the purpose of 
retiring bonds issued in the state of 
Georgia, . 

“Had I done that it would have 
been necessary for the counties to levy 
additional taxes to take the place of 
certificates some of which the RFC 
is illegally holding.” 

The governor said he wrote Ickes 
and told him a bill had been passed 
allowing counties to pledge the cer- 
tificates where no bonds were out- 
standing. 


PRESIDENT MAY BE ASKED 
TO INTERVENE IN TROUBLE

At his regular biweekly 
press conference this afternoon he de- 
clined to comment on the Georgia sit- 
uation, beyond making a simple and 
somewhat cryptic statement that he 
would like to see relief activities taken 
out of politics. The question to 
which the brief statement was made 
in response covered the situations as 
the have developed in both Georgia 
and Louisiana, where relief work has 
also been federalized—an outgrowth of 
another conflict between the admin- 
istration and Senator Huey P.. Long. 

Aside from its political implications 
the action of Administrator Hopkins 
of today had little méaning .and no 
important bearing on future relief 
measures in Georgia. 

$692,300 Involved. 

At the public works administration 
today it was explained in behalf of 
Mr, Ickes that while the amount of 
the previously awarded PWA allot- 
ments rescinded in Georgia was only 
210,000, actually other allotments ag- 
gregating $692,300 were involved. 

All projects covered by the $692,- 
800 are now in the course of construc- 
tion, however, most of them near the 
completion stage, and it will be im- 
possible to include them in the order. 

The projects include a bridge in 
rb agg ray costing $15,600 ;. Wal- 
on county courthouse at Monroe, 
$25,000 ; Columbia county jail at Ap- 
pling, $15,000; schools in Hancock 
county, $62,000; Merimether county 
jail at Greenville, $13,900; Dawson 
county schools, $18,000: Hall count 
almshouse at Gainesville, $33,300; 
water and sewage works at Manches- 
ter, $18,500; Fulton county jail at 
Atlanta, $177,000; Carroll county 
jail at Carrollton, $75,000; Effing- 
ham county jail at Springfield, $26.,- 
000; Floyd county courthouse at 
Rome, $85,000; Hall county jail at 
Gainesville, $128,000. . 

The usual government grant was 
made in ‘connection with all of the 
loans, raising the total by some 30 
per cent. 

According to PWA officials, the 
administration now regards. these 
loans as without security, in view of 
the failure of the governor to approve 
the validating act. 


GOVERNMENT EXPECTE 


TC CLAMP LID ON FUNDS

WASHINGTON, April 19.—4)— 
Fresh instruetions from President 
Roosevelt to keep politics out of re- 
lief tonight presaged new moves by 
the administration to nail the lid on 
public works and ‘relief coffers in 
several states. 2 

Although he declined t® comment 
on v&tious. fedéral-state tangles over 
relief and work funds, the president 
at his press conference today reit- 
erated his stand against mixing relief 
and politics. 

A little earlier, Harry L. Hopkins, 
relief administrator, removed the last 
connection Governor Talmadge of 
Georgia had in the handling of relief 
money. Coincidentally Secretary Ickes 
was considering cancelling public 
works projects in Louisiana. 

Climaxes Encounters. 

The Georgia development climaxed 
a series of hot encounters between the 
eg and both Hopkins and Ickes. 
ckes’ action hinged upon a measure 
enacted today by the Louisiana legis- 
lature, called into session by Senator 
Long, with whom he has been en- 
gaged in an exchange of disputacious 
words for a week. Hopkins already 
had taken over the handling of relief 
in Louisiana. 

His action in Georgia - amounted 
principally to cutting Talmadge off 
from all matters pertaining to relief. 
Previously, the federal government 
had been handling relief in that state 
but ‘the checks had been sent to Tal- 
madge as a matter of courtesy. 

Hopkins sent Georgia $1,500,000 to- 
day through Miss Gay Shepperson, 
state relief administrator, for its April 
needs and arranged also to supply 
money to Pennsylvania and Missouri. 
Those states completed arrangements 
during the day for making satisfac- 
tory contributions themselves. 

‘Developments of Day. 

Federal officials were silent regard- 
ing their plans amid™ a widespread 
crackle of developments, These in- 
cluded : 

Senator Hastings, republican, Dela- 
ware, said in the senate the Roosevelt 
administration “was playing politics 
with relief” and denying aid to per- 
sons who did not subscribe to policies 
of the New Deal. 

Talmadge said in Atlanta that he 
was certain Georgia would. receive 
her share of the $4,880,000,000 work 
relief fund atid that the Georgia dele- 
gation in congress would see to it 
that the state did. 

Senator Costigan, democrat, Colo- 
rado, commended the got for 
his plan to use a part of the $4,880,- 
000, fund to take a census of the 
unemployed. 

Labor Hits Talmadge. 

The Georgia Federation of Labor 
adopted resolutions assailing Tal- 
madge’s statement of yesterday which 
made references to the physical con- 
dition of the president.

President Roosevelt’s acts as presi- 
dent have clearly demonstrated that 
his heart and head are in no way 
afflicted, and with apologies to the 
rest of the nation, we regret that 
we cannot say the same for the pres- 
ent governor of Georgia.” 

The president, the resolution said, 
“has demonstrated by his official acts 
that it is his honest intention to pro- 
tect the rights of all of the people 
and to carry into effect the pri’:ci- 
ples of his party as ga" to the 
American people.” The federation 
went on record as expressing its ““eep 
regret in this unwarranted and con- 
temptible action on the part of Gov- 
ernor Talmadge.” 

A copy of the resolution was order- 
ed sent to President Roosevelt “and 
to each of the leaders of o'r party 
holding seats in the United States 
congress with the assurance of our 
confidence in them and their honesty 
and integrity in faithfully supporting 
the great principles which have built 
our American nation.” 

Governor Talmadge previously had 
been criticized at the convention for 
his use of national guardsmen in 
strikes in Georgia, and for his report- 
ed views on wages. 

Besides Nance, other officers elect- 
ed were O. EB. Petry, of Atlanta, re- 
elected secretary; Heyward Rivers, 
of Augusta; J. 
con, and W. C. Jeffries, of Colum- 
bus, re-elected vice presidents. Tiller 
was named delegate to the American 
Federation of Labor convention. 

The convention authorized its new 
officers to act on a resolution asking 
immediate payment of the soldiers’ 
bonus. 

A resolution declaring co-operation 
with tenant farmers, offered by L. 
D. Wofford, of Atlanta, was adopted. 
Wofford said the purpose of the res- 
olution was “organization.” The nat- 
ural ally of this group is the work- 
ingman and not the demagogue,” he 


said. 

I. N. Ornburn, president of the 
Cigar Makers’ Union, in a speech on 
the floor, declared the NRA in its 
present form is “unworthy of the 
support of organized labor.” He said 
the NRA has become the “perfect 
instrument of fascism” whereby labor 
is “oppressed for industry.” 

Expands Support. 

The federation also adopted a res- 
olution pledging labor's support to 
organizing of professional men such 
as architects, office employes, news- 
paper workers and clerical forces, 

Miss Allie Mann, of Atlanta, re- 
tiring president of the Georgia Edu- 
eation Association, in a speech told 
the convention there “is a stretch- 
out in the schoolg equal to that in 
the factories.” 

After reading of a resolution urg- 
ing the state legislature to rescind 
the small loan act passed at the 
1935 session, labor delegates adopted 
a substitute resolution asking fur- 
ther legislation to regulate the activi- 
ties of salary buyers and place them 
“outside the pale of legitimate busi-

Mooney Is Denied 
Habeas Corpus Writ 


SAN RAFAEL, Cal., April 19.—(#) 
Tom Mooney’s. latest freedom move 
met with initia] defeat here today 
when he was denied a writ of habeas 
corpus by Superior Judge Edward I. 
Butler, of Marin county. 

Jud Butler simply wrote ‘“de- 
nied” ee the bottom of the habeas 
corpus petition filed in Mooney’s be- 
half several days ago by his San Fran- 
cisco attorney. 

The jurist, whose court is located 
just a few miles from San Quentin 
prison where Mooney is serving a life 
sentence for the San Francisco Pre- 
paredness Day bombing in 1916, de- 
clined to comment. 

His denial of the writ paved the 
way for Mooney’s counsel to carry the 
petition to the state district court of 
appeals and then, if necessary, to the 
state supreme court.

NEW YORK, April 19.—(?)—A 
message from President Roosevelt to

“We have passed another milestone 
in the life of the fourth estate,” the 
president's message said. “The press 
associations, publishers, editors and 
advertisers are preparing to reasseni- 
ble for their annual business meet- 
ings. The Editor and Publisher, as 
in the past several years, again offers 
me the opportunity of extending best 
wishes to those attending these meet- 
ings. This I do, gladly and sincerely. 

“In the past year, the press as a 
whole, has benefited materially, due 
to improved conditions. Additional 
benefits within the coming year are 
confidently expected. 3 

“That these benefits may be broad- 
ly expanded until they encompass oth- 
er interests and people at large, I ask 
the continued co-operation of the 
press. I welcome constructive criti- 
cism of us in government and urge 
that we, together, continue the battie 
against depression until there is a real 
national recovery on all fronts.”

| Bank Clearings 


NEW YORK, April 19.—Bank 
clearings are again irregular and show 
a further loss compared with the 
heavy amount reported a year ago. 
The total for the 22 leading cities in 
the United States for the week ended 
Wednesday, April 17, as reported by 
Dun & Bradstreet, Inc.,. was $5,321,- 
203,000 against $6,021,939,000 for the 
same week of last year, a loss of 11.6 
per cent. This contrasted with a loss 
of 9.3 per cent in the previous week. 
At New York city, clearings were 
$3,535,396,000, a reduction of 17.7 
per cent from the amount reported 
last year, while the aggregate for cen- 
ters outside of New York of $1,785,- 
807.000 was only 3.5 per cent higher. 

The reduction the past week was 
again mainly at New York city, al- 
though clearings were smaller at Bos- 
ton and Philadelphia and some other 
key centers, while at Chicago there 
was only a very trifling gain. The 
iscrease also was considerably reduced 
at other points from that reported for 
the past year. 

Consideration should be given to 
the fact, however, that for this week 
in April, 1934, bank clearings were 
at a record total for over two years, 
and in only one week since that time 
has the amount been so high. Clear- 
ings for the third week of April this 
year were $118,255,000 in excess of 
the amount reported in the preceding 
week, whereas a year ago, for the 
same two weeks, there was an in- 
crease of $279,193,000.

Provisons of Bill. 

In the form in which it passed the 
house, the bill would: 

1. Authorize an appropriation of 
$49,750,000 next fiscal year, and as 
much as was necessary thereafter, for 
grants to states which pay pensions 
to persons who have reached 65. The 
federal contribution, on a dollar-for- 
dollar matching basis, would be lim- 
ited to $15. 

2. Levy taxes, beginning January 
1, 1937, on pay rolls and incomes for 
repayment to workers as annuities 
after they reach 65. The taxes start 
at 1 per cent each on employe and 
employer and rise 1-2 per cent a year 
every three years to 3 per cent each 
in and after 1949. 

3. Put a tax on the pay rolls of all 
employers with 10 or more workers. 
That would start at 1 per cent on 
January 1, 1936, and increase to 3 
per cent January 1, 1938. From this 
federal tax, an employer could deduct 
up to 90 per cent of what he had paid 
to a state unemployment insurance 
fund, but expenditure of the money 
would be left almost entirely up to 
the states. 

4. Make smaller appropriations for 
federal aid to states which give assist- 
ance to dependent and crippled chil- 
dren, to mothers, and to persons in- 
jured in industry. - 

5. Authorize additional expendi-

The gardens to be visited Saturday 
afternon include Mrs. Phinizy Cal- 
houn’s on Andrews drive. inding 
stone paths lead over the estate, 
through a wild gerden, replete with 
native flowers, to a box-bordered 
rose garden. Many fine specimens. of 
iris are to be found here. The stone 
greenhouse holds many unusual plants 
and the specimen box is of special 
interest, 

Mrs. LeRoy Childs’ Tuxedo road 
home has a grass terrace, bordered in 
perennials and centered by a formal 
pool which leads to a rose-covered rock 
arbor featuring a view of a deep 
woodland valley. There is a magnifi- 
cent view of the countryside from 
the top terrace. Main standard gar- 
dens of roses, peonies and iris are 
at the left of the house. Hedges of 
gardenias and flowered shrub borders 
the expenase of the lawn. 

Mrs. John M. Slaton’s garden at 
2962 Peachtree road, features leafed 
evergreehs, containing a formal pool 
and stone seat. A rose garden forms 
the lower level. Beautiful oaks and 
other native trees form an impressive 
background. 

Mrs. P. C. MeDuffie’s Cherokee 
road garden is built around two ma- 


The box- 
bordered beds are filled with blooming 
tulips of every color, with yellow, 
pink and white predominating in the 
collection. A limpid pool centers the 
garden. and the woodland walks lead 
through azaleas and wild flowers in 
full blossom.

A green terrace, orna- 
mented with box, holds a star-shaped 
lily pool.

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are not easy to see, because the stem 
droops and the plant itself half-con- 
ceals the blooms. The flowers are 
yellow, but not bright. As with all 
the lilies, the flower parts are ar- 
ranged in mutiples of three—sixes, in 
this case. 

They are delicate tittle blooms, not 
an inch long. They seem to be trying 
to hide, when seen from above. «This, 
in itself, makes the plant attractive; 
much more so than the phlox’ now 
coloring patches of land in deciduous 
woodlands. 

Along with trilliums and bird-foot 
violets, yellow violets, sweetshrub, 
atalea, and dogwoods, the bugles 
make the woods most attractive. There 
is a quiet beauty to these plants that 
should .not be disturbed. But just 
the other day I saw fire sweep the 
woods in Douglas county and wither 
these marvellous blossoms 30 feet in 
front of it.

Thom- 
as was asked to relieve his doubts by 
examining the Master’s hands and side, 
(verses 24-27), but there was no men- 
tion of the feet being. wounded and. 

Historians claim that it was 
not customary during this period for 
the feet of executed persons to be nail- 
ed to the cross—only the hands were.
